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Action May Steal Lawsuit's Thunder 
Dunne Reassigns Tax 
Revenue To Sheriffs Dept

A major factor in the law suit chal- 


lenging the Cook County wheel tax may 
have been eliminated from future consid- 
eration 
Friday 
when 
County Pres. 


George W, Dunne announced the revenue 
from the tax would be earmarked for the 
sheriff's department. 


Dunne made the announcement during 


a rescheduled county board meeting Fri- 
day after the board heard the protests of 
a taxpayers group opposed to the con- 
troversial tax. 


About 75 county residents from Rich, 


Bloom. Thornton and Bremen townships, 
represented by the South Cook County 
Taxpayers Protest Association, appeared 
at the meeting. 


The wheel tax, enacted by the county 


board in late December, is similar to 
what is commonly called the "vehicle sti- 
cker" tax in 125 of the 12B villages and 
cities in Cook County. 


THE TAX originally was to have taken 


effect early in the year, but the deadline 
was extended several times by the coun- 
ty board. For most automobiles, the tax 
would be $10 to S15. Rates for trucks are 
computed on a sliding scale. 


As the vehicle tax effective within the 


incorporated 
municipalities applies to 


only residents of the respective commu- 
nities, the Cook County tax applies only 
to residents of unincorporated areas, 


That aspect of the tax represents a 


major objection voiced by residents of 
the unincorporated areas, and is one of 
the major points raised in a class action 
suit challenging the tax ordinance. 


campaign 


In April a suit v/as filed on behalf of 


the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ciation (PHIA) and the Cook County 
School Bus Co., Inc., of unincorporated 
Elk Grove Township. 


T h e s u i t 
challenges the con- 


stitutionality of the tax in that the tax 
applies only to residents of unincorpo- 
rated area — a discriminatory appli- 
cation, according to the suit. 


THOSE OPPOSED to the tax have also 


objected on the grounds that when the 
tax was adopted by the county board, it 
was specified that the revenues gained 
from the tax would be placed into the 
county's general corporate fund. Monies 
in that fund are used county-wide — both 
i n 
incorporated 
and 
unincorporated 


areas. 


At the time of adoption, County Comr. 


Floyd T. Fulle of Des Plaines voted 
against the tax because he said he be- 
lieved placing the revenue in the corpo- 
rate fund was unconstitutional. 


At Friday's board meeting, Dunne 


heard objections to the tax from several 
spokesmen from the south suburban pro- 
test group, who repeated the objections 
mentioned in the suit and complained 
about the lack of services they receive. 
The complaints centered on the service 
from the county highway department 
and the sheriff's department. 


Spokesmen for the group said they 


were not completely opposed to the tax, 
but said if it stands, it should be applied 
to everyone in the county and the reve- 
nue derived should be used only for the 
unincorporated areas. They also objected 
to the amount of the tax. 


In answer to their objections Dunne 


said he would instruct the county comp- 
troller to establish a special fund for the 
money gained from the tax. Dunne said

the money will be earmarked exclusively 
for the sheriff's department. 


THE COUNTY board president said 


that while original estimates of the reve- 
nues from the tax approximated $1.4 mil- 
lion, latest calculations indicate the coun- 
ty will receive only about $600,000. 


Dunne was quick to point out that be- 


cause of the suit, all revenues currently 
being received as a result of the tax are 
being placed into an escrow account, 
pending the outcome of the pending liti- 
gation. 


Dunne explained that if the tax is up- 


held by the county circuit court, the 
money will be placed in the special ac- 
count. If the tax ordinance is ruled ille- 
gal, he said, the money will be returned 
to those residents who have paid the tax. 
He could offer no explanation as to what, 
if any, effect an overturning of the ordi- 
nance might have on persons who have 
been fined for not paying the tax. 


Dunne's decision to earmark the funds 


for use only in unincorporated areas 
could have a significant effect on the 
court case. The only major question that 
would remain to be answered'apparently 
would be that of determining if the"coun- 
ty legally can apply a tax to certain ge- 
ographic segments of its jurisdiction. 


EDWARD HERMAN, the attorney rep- 


resenting the PHIA in the suit, said Fri- 
day Dunne's decision "may change the 
case." Berman, when told of the an- 
nouncement by the Herald, said, "Tarn 
pleasantly surprised by this new revela- 
tion." He added, however, "Whether 
Dunne can do this retroactively, I don't 
know." 


The suit challenging the tax is sched- 


uled to resume July 21 in Judge Ray- 
mond S. Sarnow's courtroom at the Civic 
Center. .

A Hoffman Estates couple, fearing for 


the safety of their children, told the park 
district

The couple, Mr. and Mrs. George 


Lauer of 118 Grand Canyon Pkwy., do 
not live next to a golf course, but the 
Hoffman Park. 


Several times a week, they said, golf 


balls come crashing onto their property. 


"Once my daughters were sitting out- 


side just minutes before a golf ball hit a 
tree a few feet away," Mrs. Lauer told 
the board.. 


Park officials admitted the problem 


constituted a hazard, but said it is a diffi- 
cult area to control. The Lauers agreed, 
and admitted they had not been able to 
spot the golfers at the time of the in- 
cidents. 


THEY ALSO said efforts by police 


have not proved successful either. 


The park district reactivated their po- 


lice committee to meet with authorities in 
an effort to improve surveillance of the 
parks. Park Dir. Al Binder will meet 
with police to discuss the problem. 


Tom Barber, park board pres., said the 


use of regulation golf balls in the parks 
constitute a hazard and asked area resi- 
dents refrain from using golf balls in the 
parks. He did not, however, prohibit the 
use of light, practice balls.

Pastor Values Farm Remnants 
Junk Takes Slight (10-Year) Detour

A lot of junk on its way to the garbage 


heap has taken a slight detour through 
the Rev. John Sternberg's basement. 


Ten years ago, the pastor of St. Peter 


Lutheran Church, Schaumburg, began to 
see a value in the remnants of the town- 
ship's former form life. 


Interest led to effort, and the result is 


a collection of nearly 400 artifacts scav- 
enged from attics and basements of farm- 
ers and older area residents who sold 
their land for developments which make 
up the burgeoning villages of the town- 
ship. 


In 1963, with the permission of his con- 


gregation, and the contributions of volun- 
teer help, the pastor opened a small mu- 
seum in what was the first Lutheran 
Church here, located on Easy St., (now 
more familiarly known as Schaumburg 
Road).' 


THOUGH THE white frame church 


served as school, meeting room and fi- 
nally shed, before it became a museum, 
it is now being renovated. A new founda- 
tion, roof, wall board and paint job plus 
electricity and gas heating, should have 
the museum ready in September to be 
the final resting place of the items Ster- 
nberg has so patiently collected over the 
years. 


He started 
the project because he 


wanted "to save something of the culture 
and heritage of parents and grand- 
parents who lived here years before," he 
said. 


Until its closing last September for re- 


modeling, the museum hosted 2,000 to 
3,000 school children annually on field- 
trips through the past. 


"There are better and bigger mu- 


seums, " the pastor said, "but this is the 
only one that is in this community, not 
some other one." 


What is the monetary value of old wed- 


ding dresses made of the traditional Lu- 
theran black? Or of the hand pre-push 
button appliances of yesteryear — the 
rusted apple peeler, sausage makers, 
and skirt pleaters? 


WHAT IS Madam Lang's Perfected 


Nurser worth today? Even though he 
knows the antique market is more than 
healthy, Stenberg doesn't know, nor does 
he care. "I don't buy or sell, I just 
show," he said. 


Some items of course are of sentimen- 


tal value to descendants of the first set- 
tlers here. The original baptismal font 
from St. Peters. Flowers form the origi- 
nal altar preserved in a glass globe. The 
original ballot box used in Schaumburg 
Township. 


The list of artifacts is endless, and of- 


fers a lot of gadgets it seems someone 
should manufacture today. Think of the 
market for a boot jack, that makes re- 
moval of tight shoes or boots easy. . . or 


for an exercise bicycle that incidentally 
also sharpens knives. 


Foot warmers and bed warmers may 


be out of date in today's more comfort- 
able society, but they were certainly a 
necessity of life then. 


GLASS EGGS will also be on display at 


the new museum, but though now only 
knick-knacks, they once were functional. 
Sternberg explains the large ones were 
used for darning, while the average-egg 
size ones were placed in nests so the 
chicken would know where to lay her 
eggs. 


Other items in the pastor's collection 


include an old tin bathtub, a pipe organ 
pipe, a pegged log showing how the first 
buildings here were built, a tub of lye, a 
100 year old cradle and a host of farm 
implements long since outmoded. 


"Someone has to try and save some of 


these things," the pastor says, and judg- 
ing by the collection in his basement, the 
new museum has a good start.

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Study Made By Chicago Public Works Dept. 
O'Hare Underground Transit Plan Seen 


Major airlines operating from O'Hare 


Airport have been presented with a plan 
for construction of a 560 million under- 
ground transit system around the air- 
port. 


The preliminary plan and study was 


done by the City of Chicago's Public 
Works Department officials, who said the 
underground transportation system is 
necessary to accommodate an increasing 
number of passengers who must travel 
long distances to transfer flights. 


"It would be a people mover," said 


Marshall Suloway of the department's 
bureau of engineering. He said passen- 
gers sometimes required 
to walk a 


mile to change airplanes at O'Hare. 


Under the proposed system, the transit 


network would extend from airline con- 
courses to the parking lots and connect 
with 
the Chicago Transit Authority 


(CTA) lines which would be extended to 
the airport. 


"We will continue the CTA from Jeffer- 


son Park," Suloway said, along the Ken- 
nedy Expressway extension to the air-

Found To Be Strong 


The business survey conducted for 


May by the Purchasing Management As- 
sociation of Chicago reveals the status of 
business to be steady and strong. Only 6 
per cent lower production compared to 14 
per cent in May 1971. 


Fifty-eight per cent report more new 


orders compared to 34 per cent a year 
ago. This is an increase of 4 per cent 
over April and a 24 per cent increase 
over May of 1971. 


Thp number of companies increasing 


employment is the highest since March, 
1968. 


The backlog of orders shows renewed 


vigor, with 48 per cent showing increases 
compared to 28 per cent a year ago. 


Inventory buildup reveals controlled 


growth with 38 per cent reporting larger 
inventories compared to 23 per cent back 
in January. 1972. 


Profit picture is bright following a first 


quarter surge. Prices continue to reflect

One 
trustee stated public business has never 
been discussed at a dinner session and 
two others claimed the sessions covered 
both open and closed topics. 


THE TRUSTEES also disagree on 


their right to hold an executive session 
or committee meeting without giving the 
public 24-hour notice. 


The Illinois Open Meeting Law states 


all meetings of school boards shall be 
public, with certain exceptions, and that 
notice shall be given at least 24 hours 
before the meeting. 


The law permits school boards to hold 


closed sessions only for discussion of 
matters regarding: "collective negotia- 
tions: acquisition of property; appoint- 
ment, employment or dismissal of an 
employe: student discipline or profes- 
sional ethics ami performance." No final 
action may bo taken in closed sessions. 


The five trustees interviewed said they 


did not knowingly violate the Illinois 
Open Meeting Law, Most take the posi- 
tion that discussion of "closed items" ex- 
empts them from any legal violation, al- 
though the meetings were unannounced.

ULTIMATELY, THE disagreement on 


the need for public notice before execu- 
tive sessions will have to be settled in 
court, according to Atty. Anthony Sca- 
riano, author of the Open Meeting Law. 


"There are two schools of thought on 


executive sessions," said Scariano. "One 


says notice is useless because the public 
can't attend executive sessions. The oth- 
er says you can't convene an executive 
session until you have voted to do so at 
an open public meeting." 


"It seems ridiculous to give 24-hour no- 


tice of a meeting when everyone knows in 
advance you are going into executive 
session," added Scariano. "But I don't 
see how you can get around the fact you 
don't know you are going into executive 
session until you voted to do so at a pub- 


lic meeting." 


Board discussion of items outside of 


the legal exemption, on the other hand. 
"have to be publicly announced 24 hours 
in advance," said Scariano. "It is strictly 
taboo to have dinner meetings to discuss 
open college affairs prior to a regular 
meeting."

more invitations than they can accom- 
modate from the whole field of presiden- 
tial contenders.

While delegates like Mrs Chapman, 


Pierce and Rep. Aaron Jaffe of Skokie 
and Harold Katz of Glencoe attempted to 
displace Daley as chairman of the Illi- 
nois delegation, they are now anxious to 
see him recognized as the delegation 
leader. 


Most share the feeling that while the 


Daley machine may have violated some 
of the niceties of the McGovern Commis- 
sion in getting themselves slated as dele- 
gate candidates, they were elected by the 
Democratic voters, rather than by rump 
sessions which named their challengers 
in Chicago. 


THEY SHARE a nationwide apprehen- 


sion of experienced Democrats that bar- 
ring Daley from the convention will lead 
to the inevitable loss of his support for 
the national ticket, and disaster in No- 
vember.

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Carpenters, Masons Back To Work Today 
Construction Pacts Top Guidelines 


BACK TO WORK for many construc- 
tion workers follow recent carpenter 
and cement mason contract settle- 


ments. Picket lines came down by Fri- 
day, or in some cases today, as the 
three-week shutdown ends.

Peacemakers in the recent construc- 


tion industry dispute can congratulate 
themselves for bringing an end to the 
crippling three-week shutdown. Carpen- 
ters and cement masons are returning to 
work today, Some returned Friday. 


Yet the larger of the settlements more 


than doubles the administration's Phase 
II 5.5 per cent guideline for annual pay 
increases. Delegates for 40 locals of the 
Chicago District Council of Carpenters 
voted on behalf of 30,000 members (in 
Cook, Lake and DuPage counties) last 
Thursday night to accept a wage and 
benefit package amounting to a 13.3 per 
cent boost over the next year. 


Cement Masons Local 502 leadership 


approved an increase equal to 5.5 per 
cent on an annual basis. This settlement, 
as well as the carpenter agreement, 
must be approved by the Construction In- 
dustry Stabilization Committee (CISC). 
This watchdog agency, as an affiliate of 
the Pay Board, is part of the Cost of 
Living Council. 


The carpenter agreement was reached 


in a different manner from the cement 
mason pact. A vote by 165 carpenter 
delegates was required to approve the 
carpenter contract which had been ham- 
mered out in a marathon bargaining ses- 
sion last Wednesday night. The cement 
mason 'members, by contrast, had pre- 
viously given their leadership the power 
to sign a firm contract on their behalf. . 


Meeting Today In Printers' Strike 


Representatives of the Chicago Ty- 


pographical Union Local 16 and the mul- 
ti-employer group.

sons Local 502 said a membership meet- 
ing will be held tonight in Chicago to 
vote on the allocation of the 53-cent an 
hour increase. Although the amount itself 
has been agreed upon, the increase can 
be applied to wages or a combination of 
wages and fringe benefits for the local's 
1,700 members. The 8 p.m. session will 
be held in Plumbers Auditorium, 1340 W. 
Washington Blvd. 


Herman Ecklund, president of Local 


502, said the one-year contract will in- 
crease wage and benefits from the pre- 
vious $9.71 an hour to $10.24 an hour. The 
Mid America Regional Bargaining Asso- 
ciation (MARBA), acting as the bargain- 
ing agent for three contractor groups in 
this dispute, gave in to the union demand 
for a lunch period in the traditional 12 to 
12:30 p.m. time slot. The contractor 
group had sought a provision for a flex- 
ible lunch break. The Builders Associ- 
ation of Chicago (BAC), the Concrete 
Contractors Association and the Illinois 
Road Builders Association are the con- 
tractor groups who were involved in this 
settlement. 


MARBA fared better in the work rule 


bargaining with the carpenter union. The 
contractor group won the right to use 
new machinery and tools on the job, 
which the carpenter union contends has 
been the traditional practice. 


The wage and benefit aspects of the 


new carpenter pact exceed MARBA's 
earlier petition for a 10.5 per cent boost, 
however. The new contract calls for a 
13.3 per cent hike in wages and fringe 
benefits rising from the previous $8.65 Vz 
an hour to $9.80 % an hour. 


THIS AGREEMENT includes a 65-cent 


an hour increase in wages retroactive to 
June 1 of this year, bringing wages to 
$8.30 an hour. Also included in this first 
step are a 15 cent hike in health and 
welfare benefits, rising to 45 cents an 
hour. The SZVz cents an hour in pension 
contributions and the 8 cents an hour for 
training programs remain stable. 


A Dec. 1 increase in wages of 35 cents 


an hour will bring wages to $8.65% cents 
an hour and the total package to $9.80 an 
hour.

Exercise Can Be Enjoyable 


by MONICA WILCH 


A lot of people used to laugh at those 


muscular stars of the TV exercise pro- 
grams, and their legions of flabby fans 
"bumping" along on the living room 
floor. 


But today, Americans are realizing the 


importance of exercise and are taking up 
various sports to invigorate their se- 
dentary bodies. 


Along with the old standbys — golf, 


swimming, tennis (not to mention knee 
bends with Jack LaLanne!)—bicycling is 
taking its place as a major form of ex- 
ercise enjoyed by Americans. 


Dr. Paul Dudley White, the eminent 


cardiologist 
who attended 
President 


Eisenhower during his critical heart at- 
tack, attributes many health benefits to 
cycling: it promotes good circulation, 
strengthens the-heart, improves the tone 
of the diaphragm and thereby aids the 
lungs in pumping oxygen, reduces ner- 
vous tension and the likelihood of ulcers, 
and "probably contributes to longevity 
by reducing the amount of high blood 
pressure, coronary thrombosis and dia- 
betes." 


AMONG 
AREA bicycle enthusiasts 


who attest to this sport's potential in pre- 
serving a healthy body is Mrs. Willard 
Harmon of Wheeling. Editor 
of the 


League of American Wheelmen's news- 
letter, Mrs. Harmon has been bicycling 
for 43 years. She only stopped long 
enough to have her children. 


"A lot of people bicycle in summer to 


keep in shape for skiing," Mrs. Harmon 
said, "but bicycling actually uses more 
muscles than skiing." 


She recalled having suffered a dog bite 


which blocked off a vein in her leg, leav- 
ing only smaller surface veins to circu- 
late the blood. She went back to cycling 
as soon as possible and gradually re- 
gained satisfactory circulation. 


"It's also good for varicose veins," 


Mrs. Harmon said, adding, "I have nev- 
er had any trouble with my legs." 


MRS. HARMON and her husband, who 


is retired belong to the Wheeling Bicycle 
Club, a group of 56 men and women aged 
16 through retirees. The club goes on 
short bicycle trips every Sunday and 
Wednesday, and once each year they 
take a 100-mile tour. Anyone who can 
pedal is welcome in the club. 


As Mr. Harmon pointed out, simply 


doing exercises — even in front of the TV 
can be intolerably boring. What better 
way to keep slim and trim than by enjoy- 
ing a pleasant bike ride? 


According to Dr. Robert E Johnson of 


the department of physiology and biophy- 


sics at the University of Illinois, a 
weight-watcher's biggest mistake is in 
watching calories while ignoring the role 
of exercise. He emphasizes that exercise 
is not self-defeating by reason of in- 
creased appetite. In an experiment a 
group of university students increased 
their daily food intake from 3000 to 6000 
calories, accompanied by increased ex- 
ercise, with the result that none gained 
any weight. 


IF THAT EXERCISE is bike riding, a 


IM-pound person who rides 5Vz miles per 
hour will burn up 210 calories in an hour. 
At 13 miles per hour, he will use 660 ca- 
lories. 


In the case of the ever-popular sports 


of swimming and tennis, anywhere from 
400-450 calories will evaporate from your 
body. Swimming exercises more muscles 
at once than any other activity. In an 
hour of swimming, you will burn up 
around 400 calories Likewise, an hour of 
singles tennis will use a good many mus- 
cles and 450 calories. 


Swimming is especially 
helpful 
in 


strengthening leg and arm muscles, and 
also in improving one's breathing. Most 
people do not use their lungs and dia- 
phragm correctly in this basic process, 
which is part of the reason one becomes 
"winded" after climbing a flight of 
stairs. So effective is swimming in devel- 
oping the technique of breathing that 
singers — to whom proper breath control 
is essential — often take up the sport for 
that purpose. 


BUT FOR THE ordinary person, the 


effect of swimming is simply to "make 
you feel better physically," according to 
Elaine Saladino of Des Plaines, who 
takes swimming lessons at the YMCA. 


Likewise, tennis provides overall mus- 


cular exercise, with emphasis on arms 
and legs. Don Seiffert of the Arlington 
Tennis Club notes that doctors often rec- 
ommend tennis in moderation for per- 
sons with physical ailments. Seiffert be- 
lieves the current upward trend in the 
popularity of tennis is due in part to the 
health-consciousness of Americans today. 


Although more men than women par- 


ticipate in tennis at the Arlington club, 
Seiffert pointed out that women can be- 
come competitive with men in the sport 
since success depends more on timing 
and coordination than sheer strenghth.

With so many facial creams, astrin- 


gents and other beauty aids "winking" 
at women from where they sit stacked on 
store counters, the woman who doesn't 
buy a whole liae of cosmetics is some- 
time made to feel her face may drop off. 
Using only soap and water just won't 
pass these days. 


However, some organic faddists are 


making noticeable waves of their own by 
staying home and concocting their own 
creams and rinses, using such edible 
products as avocados, lemons and cu- 
cumbers, too. 


The same salad you eat can also be 


chopped up, mashed and spread across 
your face ... or almost. 


WHETHER YOU boycott manufac- 


tured products because you are leary of 
their secret ingredients or just because 
they simply put too big a dent in your 
pocketbook, at the home brewed method 
is worth a try. (That's if you're con- 
cerned your face "is" dropping off, or at 
least looking a tittle worn.) 


Health addicts claim that those fruits 


and vegetables containing natural vita- 
mins and minerals do the job better be- 
cause of their organic content. 


Probably the most talked about of the 


new homemade cosmetics is the avocado 
facial. It's easy to mix up a batch. Take 
a quarter of a ripe, peeled avocado and 
mash it into a smooth cream. It's easiest 
to do in a blender, adding a little water 
to achieve the right consistency. When 
the paste looks rich and creamy, you're 
ready for the treatment. 


SMOOTH THE mixture across your 


face and neck and let it stay on for about 
15 minutes before removing with water. 


A similar facial can be produced by 


combining grated cucumber and sour 
cream . . . about a tablespoon of cucum- 
ber to one quarter cup of sour cream. 
Only keep this one on your face for about 
three minutes. Cucumbers and sour 


cream are good for toning up your skin. 


The use of herbs is supposed to be 


great in creating a steam beneficial to 
the skin. Into a quart of boiling water 
add a tablespoon of rosemary and anoth- 
er tablespoon of dried mint. Expose your 
face, using a towel around your head to 
trap the steam. 


Organic face faddists also suggest us- 


ing the juice of a lemon as an astringent. 
Just squeeze and strain the juice of half 
a lemon and apply it to the face with a 
cotton pad. 


Of course everyone knows about the 


trick of lightening hair with lemon juice 
by combing it through the hair before 
going out to sit in the sun. 


GOING BACK to the avocado, that one 


fruit has other cosmetic benefits besides 
just a facial. 


The rind can be rubbed on elbows and 


other dry skin areas. The natural oils 
will lubricate the rough spots. 


Avocados can be used in making hair 


conditioners too. Mash half of an avo- 
cado into a cream. Again add enough 
water to obtain the proper consistency 
and then work it into the hair and scalp 
allowing the cream to remain on the 
head for about 10 minutes. Then rinse 
thoroughly with clear water. An avocado 
hair conditioner acts like the store- 
bought ones . . . leaving hair soft and 
easy to comb through. 


WHILE YOU'HE busy organically car- 


ing for your face and hair, it might be a 
good idea to consider your whole appear- 
ance. Fresh vegetables and fruits have 
been known to keep bodies in shape too, 
when not coupled with gooey desserts 
and other fattening foods. 


Another environmental tip. Men who 


believe in conservation of natural re- 
sources will not keep the water running 
while shaving. Running a faucet while 
shaving can use as much as 20 gallons of 
water.

Let's Approve 
Driving Center 


Amidst the chaos of the last mo- 


ments of the recent session of the 
Illinois legislature there emerged 
at least one piece of legislation 
which is directly beneficial to the 
Northwest suburbs and is a wel- 
come sign of state recognition of 
the needs of this area.

In swift action last week the 


House and Senate passed two, HB 
4310 and HB 4667, two bills which in 
effect are enabling legislation to 
bring a much needed driver test 
center to the Northwest suburbs. 


Spurred on by State Rep. Gene 


Schlickman in the House and State. 
Senator John Graham in the higher 
chambers, the two bills passed 
without delay and now await the 
governor's signature. 


Schlickman said last week he 


would petition Governor Ogilvie for 
prompt approval of the two bills. 
We join that plea to the governor 
and urge that he put his approval 
on this driver test center. 


As we pointed out in previous 


editorials, there is clear evidence 
that the Northwest suburbs needs a 
driver testing center within the 
area. 


Presently, suburbanites seeking 


drivers licenses must travel either 
to Chicago or to outlying commu- 
nities some distance from the met- 
ropolitan area. Surely, the popu- 
lation base of this area and the 
projected growth of the suburbs 
shows a need for a center. The 
state must meet its responsibilities 
here by providing adequate service 
to suburban residents who deserve 
the full range of state services. 


Approval of the two bills by the 


Governor is considered the first 
step in an effort to provide two 
more driver testing facilities for 
suburban Cook County. The first to 
be built will be a $5 million com- 
plex in this area, probably on or 
near the state's preferred site in 
Palatine Township. The second fa- 
cility for which no legislation has 
yet been passed, would bring a 
driver test center to Chicago's 
southwest suburbs. In both cases — 
but more particularly our own — 
we believe the state is correctly 
spending its money to meet a clear 
need of the people. 


Similarly, we commend Senator 


G r a h a m 
and Representative 


Schlickman for shepherding this 
legislation through the General As- 
sembly. We trust the Governor will 
act on our behalf also and make 
this proposal a matter of law. 


An Ignored Issue

President Nixon's signature of 


the school aid bill the other day 
was an act deserving of headlines, 
but it made them for the wrong 
reasons. 


The attention-getter was 
the 


President's verbal lashing of Con- 
gress for failing to write antibusing 
provisions into the measure as he 
had requested. 


Busing is. of course, a legitimate 


way not to mention a burning — as 
the President himself put it — 
educational issue. It is also a politi- 
cal issue, one which is very much a 
part of the building presidential 
campaign. 


Emphasis on the flashy political 


highlights of the bill thus obscured 
its real significance — the estab- 
lishment of a new basis for federal 
aid to higher education, which has 
nothing whatsoever to do with bus- 
ing. 


For the first time, federal money 


will be available to financially 
strapped institutions to use as they 
wish rather than as specific federal 
programs spell out. And as a mat- 
ter of national policy, every stu- 
dent who cannot meet the full costs 
of an education can now look to the 
government for financial assis- 
tance — up to a maximum $1,400 
through new loan and grant pro- 
grams. 


The effects will certainly be con- 


siderable, and endure long after 
this election and, just possibly, the 
busing issue are history. 


That is the good news. The bad 


news, according to some expert ob- 
servers of the academic scene, is 
that something much more will be 
necessary in the long run to solve 


education's money problem. 


The Carnegie Commission on 


Higher Education which, under the 
direction of Clark Kerr, a former 
head of the University of Califor- 
nia, has been examining in depth 
the state of the nation's colleges 
and universities since 1967, has re- 
leased a report on the economics of 
education which finds the basic 
problem to be a classic case of in- 
flation. 


Expenditures on higher educa- 


tion have been increasing at a rate 
considerably greater than national 
economic growth, the commission 
found. The rise in spending from 
$7.6 billion in 1960 to $25 billion in 
1970 represented a jump of from 1 
per cent of the Gross National 
Product to 2.5 per cent. At the 
same rate of increase, spending 
would rise to $51 billion in 1980, or 
3.3 per cent of GNP. 


Too high, according to the Car- 


negie study, which recommended a 
20 per cent reduction in spending 
during the next decade, to be 
achieved by such unpleasant steps 
as a "cautious" increase in stu- 
dent-faculty ratios, curbing faculty 
salary increases, trimming enroll- 
ments by encouraging "reluctant 
attenders" to drop out and by a 
major revision in standard aca- 
demic practice, telescoping under- 
graduate study into three years in- 
stead of the traditional four. 


The Carnegie report strongly ac- 


centuates the negative, but if it is 
anywhere near the mark in assess- 
ing the situation, higher education 
is going to have to look at least as 
much to itself as to Washington for 
relief from its financial bind.

Peril For Consumerism 


With the aplomb of a Good Humor 


truck, Bill Scott's shiny red mobile unit 
arrived last week at Randhurst to woo 
consumers and inform them about their 
rights in the marketplace. 


Scott is, of course, the Illinois Attorney 


General who is up for reelection this 
year. His truck represents his Division of 
Consumer Fraud and Protection and the 
purpose of the visit was "to acquaint 
residents . . . with the services being per- 
formed" by the office. 


Putting politicians' names on the side 


of a bus garners votes, too — but Scott's 
name on the side of a consumer bus is 
less offensive than George W. Dunne's 
name on those highway signs. Thanks for 
the inconvenience, George. 


Anyway — in reading a press release 


which preceded Scott's visit, there's one 
sentence which bothers me. It goes like 
this: 


"Our Division urges consumers to buy 


from reliable, establishel merchants." 


Now, before I'm accused of endorsing 


dishonest encyclopedia peddlars, glib 
salesmen and the rest of the phonies, let 
me make myself perfectly clear: I'm not 
endorsing 
these 
phonies. I've been 


burned by door-to-door magazine sales- 
men, so I have no sympathy for the sha- 
dier operators. 


However, the statement in Scott's press 


release is slightly symptomatic of what 
might be termed "creeping brand-nam- 
ism," or a total reliance on what is old, 
proven and established. 


Scott and his employes will probably 


charge that's not the point of the Divi- 
sion of Consumer Fraud and Protection 
at all. 


However, the implication is present 


that old, established merchants — brand 
names, if you will — can always do the 
job better than the greenhorns. 


In rebuttal, I offer you a tomato—not 


the shrunken, pinkish one that you 
bought at a supermarket, but the big, 
juicy red one which you bought at Joe 
Potrezebie's vegetable stand down the 
road. 


Or perhaps a hammock which you pur- 


chased at that head shop in Chicago. 
There's no fancy grand name on it, be- 
cause it. was hand-made on a commune 
in Wisconsin. 


Finally, there's that cheap gas station 


down the street where you can buy gas 
at 10 cents a gallon less than you can at 
a name-brand station. 


Put another way, the consumerism 


movement which is designed to prevent 
you and me from being cheated at the 
supermarket or at the department store 
can lead to a dangerous avenue: com- 
plete reliance on brand names. 


The movement is colliding with an in- 


creasing willingness by many Americans 
to build or grow useful items with their 
own hands. By definition, consumerism 
can become closely tied with the estab- 
lishment's commercial produces AT THE 
EXCLUSION OF what the small, name- 
less producer can produce. 


Smallness is not a virtue by itself, just 


as a brand name isn't by definition a

virtue. What matters is quality, whether 
the label's there or not.

She Backs Fall ERA Passage 


I noticed with interest the letter from 


Representative Schlickman wherein he 
stated his reasons for opposing the Equal 
Rights Amendment. 


As a supporter of ERA, I wish to take 


issue with Rep. Schlickman's statements. 
The major part of his letter argues that 
the 14th amendment now provides equal 
protection for women under the law be- 
cause of the U.S. Supreme Court decision 
last Fall which held that women and 
men should be treated equally as far as 
selecting an administrator of an estate. 
The decision he is referring to is the case 
filed in Idaho of Reed v. Reed. The U.S. 
Supreme Court, however, did not over- 
rule other decisions which have upheld 
sex discrimination. Thus, the U.S. Su- 
preme Court still leaves the burden on 
every woman to prove that governmental 
a c t i o n which perpetuates sex dis- 
crimination is unreasonable. 


Also, in another recent U. S. Supreme 


Court case, Alexander v. Louisiana, the 
Supreme Court held there was evidence 
of racial discrimination in the selection 
of a grand jury but avoided reaching a 
decision on the constitutionality of the 
way women are selected for jury service. 
Justice Douglas chided the court for not 
ruling on the sex discrimination issue. 
Thus, the 14th Amendment does not 
grant the protection for women which 
Rep. Schlickman claims that it does. 


As stated in the Report of the Presi- 


dent's Task Force on Women's Rights 
and 
Responsibilities 
issued 
in 1970, 


"Once the equal rights amendment is ra- 
tified, the burden of proving the reason-

ableness of disparate treatment on the 
basis of sex would shift to the United 
States or the State. Presently the burden 
is on the aggrieved individuals to show 
unreasonableness." 


The ERA would guarantee, among oth-

tional institutions; it would require Fed- 
eral, State and local governments to 
grant women equal opportunity in em- 
ployment and render invalid state laws 
which discriminate against women con- 
cerning business ownership, domicile, 
etc.

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Federal, state and local licensing of 


various businesses can be a powerful 
force in the hands of consumers, accord- 
ing to Commerce Clearing House (CCH). 


Even though a consumer who has been 


wronged may not be able to recover his 
personal losses, the power of govern- 
mental units to suspend or revoke liv- 
enses can be damaging to a business. 


A recent New York trial court decision 


crystallizes this point In rather positive 
terms. The decision went against a ga- 
rage-parking lot in its fight with a local 
Department of Consumer Affairs, ac- 
cording to CCH's "Consumerism — New 
Developments For Business," a weekly 
newsletter covering developments on this 
front. 


The license of a garage and parking lot 


operator was suspended for two days by 
the city agency for allegedly humiliating 
and harassing a customer who left his 
car at the garage and returned to find it 
damaged. An attendant reportedly made 
no mention of the damage. 


THE GARAGE denied that the damage 


occurred on the premises, and, when the 
customer persisted in his complaint, he 
was told that the car was brought in that 


way, and that, if the car had not been 
brought in that way, then the accident 
was caused by defective brakes. 


The 'court rules that licensing was not 


merely a means of raising revenue nor a 
•mere formality, according to the CCH re- 
port. A responsibility was vested in a de- 
partment that issued a license, to police 
its licensees and to protect the public 
from harassment and exploitation ... an 
attempt to deny that the damage oc- 
curred on the premises and to shift the 
blame on the customer was a frustrating 
experience that car owners parking in in- 
door and outdoor garages should not be 
required to undergo, the court stressed. 


In 
this proceeding, the damage 


claimed by the customer was flatly dis- 
missed by the garage and the customer 
was made to feel like a thief seeking to 
cheat the garage by a false claim, ac- 
cording to the decision. 


The garage operator contended that 


the charges of failing to safeguard an 
automobile in its custody and attempting 
to conceal the resulting damage from the 
owner were "property damage claims" 
which could only be resolved by the 
courts.

Cleveland, $185; Detroit, $209; Chicago,

meals. As an example, there are the bar- 
gain summer rates at the Diener Tower 
apartment hotel (recommended). You 
get a spacious suite with kitchen, full- 
length terrace overlooking the -Atlantic, 
and full maid service. Rates vary by 
floor level in the 19-story hotel, from $20 
to $25 a day for a couple. But these suit- 
es will accommodate up to four, at $4 pel- 
day each for the third and fourth.

NEW YORK (UPI) — The notion is 


spreading in the timepiece industry thart 
by the end of this decade all better grade 
watches will have no moving parts. 


If that turns out to be true, the centers 


of the world's watchmaking industry will 
cross the oceans from Switzerland and 
Japan to the United States. The tech- 
nology for the all solid-state quartz crys- 
tal watches has been developed in the 
United States and since their manufac- 
ture and assembly will require relatively 
little hand labor, the great incentive to 
making good watches in Switzerland and 
Japan will end. 


However, all solid-state watches will 


cost at least $250 initially. The first one, 
the Hamilton Pulsar was introluced at 
$2,100 in 1970 — and nobody expects to be 
able to sell them for less than $50 even 
several years from now. Therefore, a big 
market for low-cost jeweled and pin-le- 
ver watches is available for the Swiss, 
Japanese and the Russians. 


THE FIRST $250 all solid-state watch 


is promised for this fall by Wyler Watch 
Co. of New York. It will have a quartz 
crystal oscillator, an integrated solid- 
state circuit, a liquid crystal digital read- 
out and will be battery powered. 


It will be called the Computime. Pres. 


Victor Wyler makes no. claim that the 
Computine will be more accurate than 
Bulova's Accuquartz, introduced 
last 


Christmas, which employs a quartz crys- 
tal, a tuning fork and moving hands. But 
both Wyler and George Thiess, the in- 
ventor of the solid-state movement in 
Hamilton's Pulsar, say the Accuquartz 


and other quartz crystal watches with 
moving parts — those of Timex and the 
Japanese Seiko company for example —' 
are still hybrids, that the real future is in 
all solid-state watches with liquid crystal 
readouts. 


Apparently there is considerable quiet 


agreement with this position in the watch 
industry. Half a dozen companies that 
produce quartz crystals are having their 
laboratories work overtime to make 
more rugged oscillating crystals and liq- 
uid cjj/stals for digital readouts. 


TWO U.S. FIRMS, Microma Universal, 


Inc., of Mountain View, Calif., and Optel 
Corp. of Princeton, N. J., are making 
complete solid-state movements. 


Victor Wyler told United Press Inter- 


national that the present basic manufac- 
turing cost of an' all solid-state quartz 
crystal watch to sell for $250 is around 
$35 but that economics of scale probably 
can get this down to $11 by 1975. 


The global market for watches in the 


$50.price range Wyler is aiming at is 
about $600 million, the U.S. market about 
$200 million. About a dozen of the world's 
leading .watch companies have quartz 
crystal watches on the market or are 
readying them for production. There's 
only one fly 'in the ointment. Presently 
'and possibly for some time to come, the 
solid-state watch with no moving parts 
will be bulky; therefore, it may have 
limited appeal to women. It will have to 
tap the masculine market on a big scale 
first.

Murderer Picked For Priesthood 


bj LESTER K1NSOLVING 


PHILADELPHIA-When 
convicted 


murderer Vaughn Booker was accepted 
as a candidate for the priesthood last 
January by this city's Episcopal Bishop 
Robert DeWitt, the news made under- 
standable headlines throughout the coun- 
try. 


This novel ministerial recruitment was 


also the lead in Newsweek magazine's 
feature story on DeWitt, which was head- 
lined "The Maverick Bishop." Yet the 
content of this story hardly suggested a 
maverick, but rather a grand champion 
bull of penal redemption and social rele- 
vance. 


The Newsweek story made no mention, 


however, of the fact that less than two 
years prior to Bishop DeWitt's designa- 
tion of Booker as potentially deserving of 
Holy Orders, a court of law ruled him 
deserving of life imprisonment. 


(News of DeWitt's plentiful redemption 


had hardly hit the wires before Berl 
Estes McDon&id, an inmate of Leaven- 
worth Penitentiary, filed a petition ask- 
ing a U.S. District Court to order prison 
authorities to allow him to organize a 
Southern Baptist church behind bars.) 


NEWSVVEEK'S reference to the 20- 


year-old Booker was also devoid of any 
mention of another aspect of the case — 
which makes any comaarisons to Saul of 
Tarsus or Golgatha's Good Thief appear 
tenuous indeed. 


For Booker confessed to having dis- 


patched his spouse Annabelle, mother of 
Uo small children, with a bow and ar- 
row. 


Moreover, his bow had a 47-pound pull 


and he also confessed that he had used 
hunting arrows, which he described as 
"three prong, razor tipped'1 — which he 
-•hot from a distance of "about eight 
feet " 


After the first shot, Booker recalled: 


•'I was then aware of the pain and agony 
bhe was in, so I went to my quiver and 
pulled out another arrow; this one strik- 
ing her in the throat.'1 


AFTER THREE more arrows, Mrs. 


Booker was dead — for the reaason ex- 
plained by Booker: 
' 


"Bickering arguments over the cleanli- 


net.s of the house and the care of the 
children. I guess you might say we had 
basically economic problems." 


Such expressed motives for killing his 


wife pose serious questions as to how 
Pastor Booker might react to the possi- 
bly infuriating negligence of an untidy 
altar guild, a haphazard Sunday School 
faculty, or a financially irresponsible (or 
s-tingy) church board. 


Christian ideals do hold that the possi- 


bilities of rehabilitation are limitless. So, 
by all means, are the possibilities of a 
bishop and diocese being fooled — which 
was recognized by Jesus in his admoni- 
tion to be "wise as serpents and harm- 
less as doves " Hence, Episcopal Church 
law requires an extensive scrutiny of the 
character and background of all candi- 
dates for the ministry — many of whom 
have been turned down for considerably 
less cause than the conduct of Vaughn 
Palmer Lorenzo Booker.

The Doctor Says 


by Lawrence E, Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Is hypertension and 
high blood pressure the same thing? Is it 
a symptom or a disease? How high is too 
high? What could be the consequences of 
carrying a reading of 200/105 untreated 
for several months? 


Dear Reader — Yes, hypertension and 


high blood pressure are the same thing. 
Tension refers to pressure and hyper, of 
course, 
means 
increased, hence in- 


creased pressure or high blood pressure. 


A single elevated blood pressure read- 


ing should not be considered as a dis- 
ease. It is a symptom. Single office read- 
ings like this may often represent merely 
the apprehension of the patient about his 
medical examination. Before it is as- 
sumed that a person has true hyperten- 
sion, a number of readings need to be 
taken on different occasions. Sometimes 
the patient's blood pressure will subside 
to normal levels after he is in the doc- 
tor's office for 30 minutes or an hour. 
Often doctors take the blood pressure at 
the beginning of the examination and at 
the end to find out if the patient's pres- 
sure has dropped. 


As these remarks would suggest, ele- 


vated pressure is a symptom. Sometimes 
it's caused by a problem in circulation to 
the kidneys (these are rare cases). Some 
authorities have amassed a large num- 
ber of cases that are associated with 
endocrine problems involving the adrenal 
glands that rest over the kidneys. 


Many cases of elevated blood pressure 


will return to normal values if the person 
simply loses any excess body fat that he 
may have. For this reason many good 
heart specialists insist that patients with 
moderately 
elevated 
blood pressure 


should lose fat before taking medicine. I 
agree with this concept. This has an 
added bonus since most of the com- 
plications of high blood pressure, in- 


cluding strokes and heart attacks, are re- 
lated to the fatty deposits in the arteries. 
These deposits are increased in the pres- 
ence of persistently elevated blood pres- 
sure 


WEIGHT REDUCTION decreases the 


amount of blood fat and prevents fatty 
deposits in the arteries and helps to pre- 
vent the complications of high blood 
pressure. Women, during their child- 
bearing years are less prone to have fat- 
ty deposits in their arteries than men 
and usually tolerate elevated blood pres- 
sure better than men. There is no abso- 
lute level of normal for blood pressure, 
but, in general, it shouldn't be more than 
140/90 on repeated examinations over a 
period of time. There is some evidence to 
suggest that the lower the blood pressure 
the less likely there will be fatty deposits 
in the arteries and the less likely that 
strokes and heart attacks will occur. 


I can't tell you what kind of problem 


will result from not treating a blood 
pressure of 200/105. It depends on what 
causes it and whether that's the per- 
sistent level of the blood pressure and 
the rest of the individual's medical stat- 
us. I have frequently observed that with 
diet and adequate weight reduction many 
people develop normal pressure. Of 
course, if the person is already skinny, 
he'll have to use a different approach. In 
general, individuals who have elevated 
blood pressure would do well to at least 
cut down and preferably eliminate the 
use of added salt in their diet. This 
means not adding salt during cooking 
preparation and not adding salt at the 
table.

ABC-TV Has Achieved Parity 


by RICK DuBROW 


H O L L Y W O O D (UPI) — ABC-TV, 


smallest of the major commercial tele- 
vision networks, is trying hard these 
days to get across the impression that it 
has finally achieved parity in ratings and 
quality with CBS-TV and NBC-TV. And, 
in fact, that's true. 


The only thing is, however, that it is 


not the first time this has happened. But 
it does make a swell case for ABC-TV's 
relatively new top management team. 
And that new team is doing and planning 
things in a big way to drive home the 
idea that this time ABC-TV is for real, 
and that its executives are not just using 
it for a stepping stone to other positions 
such as production jobs in Hollywood. 


There have been many things in the 


past for ABC-TV to boast of. But there's 
no denying a feeling of solidity is cur- 
rently emerging that wasn't too notice- 
able before. And the network's plans for 
the coming season indicate it is going 
full steam ahead to build ils image: 


FOR EXAMPLE, in the works is a 


production of Eugene 
O'Neill's monu- 


mental autobiographical drama, "Long 
Day's Journey into Night," which will 


star Laurence Olivier and Constance 
Cummings. 


In addition, says ABC-TV, Franklin 


and Eleanor Roosevelt will be the sub- 
ject of a brief series of "dramatic pro- 
ductions" that would constitute six to 
eight hours of programming. 


Besides these projects, ABC-TV has 


signed Jack Paar to do specials, and the 
network will introduce periodic after- 
school programs for children, something 
neither of its big competitors is doing. 


ABC-TV is also giving veteran news- 


man Harry Reasoner a weekly, Saturday 
night, dinnertime, 30-minute program of 
his own, in which he will employ a maga- 
zine format. The name of the series is 
"The Reasoner Report," and it is sched- 
uled to bow in Feb. 24 at what will be its 
regular time, 6:30 p.m. EDT. 


Finally, ABC-TV is allowing reviews — 


criticism — of its programs to be pub- 
lished in advance of their showing on the 
network. ABC-TV used to have an absurd 
policy of telling critics that advance re- 
views were all right so long as they were 
favorable — and of course a lot of critics 
simply decided that no pre-reviews were 
the best answer.

Board To Eye 
Firelane 
Parking Ban 


The Elk Grove Village Board is ex- 


pected to vote on an ordinance Tuesday 
that would allow police to ticket and 
tow cars blocking fireplugs and firelanes 
at The Terrace apartments on Elk Grove 
Boulevard. 


Fire Chief Allen Hulett said last week 


that cars parked in driveways and in 
front of fireplugs have caused delays in 
the fire department's response to fires in 
the apartments. He said so far none of 
the delays have been serious but he 
wanted to avoid a situation in which his 
trucks were completely blocked in an 
emergency. 


"I have observed conditions in the 


apartment complex when it would have 
been impossible for fire trucks to navi- 
gate the driveways because of cars 
blocking the streets." he said. Hulett 
added that residents of the apartment 
complex as well as the management have 
requested the village to take steps for 
patrolling the driveways. 


HULETT SAID police cannot now tow 


or ticket cars in front of fireplugs at the 
apartment complex because it is private 
property. The proposed ordinance would 
be similar to an agreement between the 
apartment owner and the village to allow 
police to treat the complex driveways 
like other village streets, he said. 


"Once the village beard declares the 


driveways as municipal easements with 
legal designations for fire lanes and the 
fire lanes are marked properly, then po- 
lice can patrol the area and issue tick- 
ets," he said. 


Frank Barber, apartment 
manager, 


said last week he was very much in fa- 
vor of designating firelanes for the safety 
of the tenants and the property. He said 
he had-already ordered the paint needed 
to mark off the spaces. 


Hulettt said there will be more pro- 


posed ordinances presented to the board 
involving firelanes at other apartment 
complexes, 
including the Eagles on 


Tonne, Village on the Lake and Wild 
Oaks. 


The Terrace apartments, the biggest 


apartment complex in the village, sus- 
tained $250,000 damage in a January fire 
in which one wing of the 30 buildings in 
the complex was gutted, leaving more 
than 20 families homeless. 


'Lost And Found9 Does Big Business

It's a scene repeated many times in 


the school year. Young son or daughter 
runs home, crying, "Mommy, mommy, 
someone stole my jacket." The .parents 
get upset at the amount of stealing at the 
school and wonder why the principal 
docs not do something about stopping the 
thefts. 


The reason the principal does not do 


anything is that there is nothing to do 
anything about. All those "stolen" jack- 
ets, coats, pens, pencils, shoes, books 
and whatever were not stolen, they were 
misplaced or lost. 


"It's just not true that there is an ex- 


orbitant amount of thievery going on in 
the school," said Richard Jenness, prin- 
cipal of Holmes Junior High School in 
Mount Prospect. "We cannot convince 
people the object was lost, misplaced or 


taken by accident. Most things taken by 
accident are returned." 


In just the past school, year alone, the 


lost-and-found at Holmes has collected, 
among 
other things 13 sweaters, 18 


shirts, 21 assorted gloves, 18 assorted 
mittens, 35 hats and caps, eight pairs of 
glasses, three watches, one man's suit 
and even one pair of long underwear. 


JENNESS ESTIMATED the value of 


this year's "collection" at $300 to $400. 
Anything not claimed by the end of the 
summer school session will be turned 
over to charity. 


The growing amount of lost-and-found 


items is a problem at schools throughout 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. Bill Har- 
ner, principal of Salt Creek Elementary 
School in Elk Grove Village, said the 
school gives a "pretty good sized box" of 
items to charity at the Christmas break 
and again at the end of the school year 


when the lost-and-found is cleaned out. 


Harner said, "Children use the phrase, 


'It was stolen' as a shorter way of say- 
ing, 'I misplaced it or I lost it.' " 


Harner said one mother came to him 


complaining that her daughter had three 
coats stolen. He brought the mother to 
the school's lost-and-found — all three 
"stolen" coats were there. 


THE CHILDREN claim the items were 


stolen, rather than admit they lost them, 
to escape being blamed for their care- 
lessness. 


Don Heitzman, principal of Forest 


View Elementary School, said some of 
the items turned into the school's lost- 
and-found have more than just a mone- 
tary value. He has sent beautiful hand- 
knitted gloves, obviously made especially 
for the child, to charity. "It's a shame, 
some of the things are really nice, but 
not too many parents get too nervous 


about things being lost." said Heitzman. 


Jenness said the lost-and-found prob- 


lem would be greatly reduced with, "a 
lot more cooperation and support from 
the parents." 


School officials said there were two 


things parents could do to cut down the 
"stolen" problem. First, all items that a 
child wears or carries to school should 
be clearly marked with the child's full 
name. 


Second, parents should insist that the 


child try looking in the lost-and-found 
rather than just saying someone stole the 
article. Parents, themselves, are wel- 
come to look through articles in the lost- 
and-found at any time. 


Jenness also asked that parents do not 


quickly replace lost articles. "If replace- 
ments were not easy in coming, the kids 
would be more responsible."

A major factor in the law suit chal- 


lenging the Cook County wheel tax may 
have been eliminated from future consid- 
eration 
Friday 
when 
County 
Pros. 


George \\'. Dunne announced the revenue 
from the tax would bu earmarked for the 
sheriff's department. 


Dunne made the announcement during 


a rescheduled county board meeting Fri- 
day after the board heard the protests of 
a taxpayers group opposed to the con- 
troversial tax. 


About 7.1 county residents from Rich, 


Bloom. Thornton and Bremen townships, 
represented by the South Cook County 
Taxpayers Protest Association, appeared 
at the meeting. 


The wheel tax. enacted by the county 


board in late December, is similar to 
what is commonly called the "vehicle sti- 
cker" tax in 125 of the 120 villages and 
cities in Conk County. 


THK TAX originally was to have taken 


effect early in the year, but the deadline 
was extended several times by the coun- 
ty board. For most automobiles, the tax- 
would be Sit) to $15. Rates for trucks are 
computed on a sliding scale. 


As the vehicle tax effective within the 


incorporated 
municipalities applies to 


only residents of the respective commu- 
nities, the Cook County tax applies only 
to residents of unincorporated areas. 


That aspect of the tax represents a 


major objection voiced by residents of 
the unincorporated areas, and is one of 
the major points raised in a class action 
suit challenging the tax ordinance. 


In April a suit was filed on behalf of 


the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ciation (PHI.M and 
the Cook County 


School Bus Co., Inc.. of unincorporated 
Elk Grove Township. 


T h e 
s u i t 
challenges 
the con- 


stitutionality of the tax in that the tax 
applies only to residents of unincorpo- 
rated area — a discriminatory appli- 
cation, according to the suit. 


THOSE OPPOSED to the tax have also 


objected on the grounds that when the 
tax was adopted by the county board, it 
was specified that the revenues gained 
from the tax would be placed into the 
county's general corporate fund. Monies 
in that fund are used county-wide — both 
i n 
incorporated and 
unincorporated 


areas. 


At tin- time of adoption, County Comr. 


Floyd T. Fulle of DCS Plaines voted 
against the tax because he said he be- 


lieved placing the revenue in the corpo- 
rate fund was unconstitutional. 


At Friday's board meeting, Dunne 


heard objections to the tax from several 
spokesmen from the south suburban pro- 
test group, who repeated the objections 
mentioned in the suit and complained 
about the lack of services they receive. 
The complaints centered on the service 
from the county highway department 
and the sheriff's department. 


Spokesmen for the group said they 


were not completely opposed to the tax, 
but said if it stands, it should be applied 
to everyone in the county and the reve- 
nue derived should be used only for the 
unincorporated areas. They also objected 
to the amount of the tax. 


In answer to their objections Dunne 


said he would instruct the county comp- 
troller to establish a special fund for the 
money gained from the tax. Dunne said 
the money will be earmarked exclusively 
for the sheriff's department. 


THE COUNTY board president said 


that while original estimates of the reve- 
nues from the tax approximated $1.4 mil- 
lion, latest calculations indicate the coun- 
ty will receive only about $600,000. 


Dunne was quick to point out that be- 


cause of the suit, all revenues currently 
being received as a result of the tax are 
being placed into an escrow account, 
pending the outcome of the pending liti- 
gation. 


Dunne explained that if the tax is up- 


held by the county circuit court, the 
money will be placed in the special ac- 
count. If the tax ordinance is ruled ille- 
gal, he said, the money will be returned 
to those residents who have paid the tax. 
He could offer no explanation as to what, 
if any, effect an overturning of the ordi- 
nance might have on persons who have 
been fined for not paying the tax. 


Dunne's decision to earmark the funds 


for use only in unincorporated areas 
could have a significant effect on the 
court case. The only major question that 
would remain to be answered apparently 
would be that of determining if the coun- 
ty legally can apply a tax to certain ge- 
ographic segments of its jurisdiction. 


EDWARD HERMAN, the attorney rep- 


resenting the PHIA in the suit, said Fri- 
day Dunne's decision "may change the 
case." Herman, when told of the an- 
nouncement by the Herald, said, "I am 
pleasantly surprised by this new revela- 
tion." He added, however, "Whether 
Dunne can do this retroactively, I don't 
know."

Fifteen-year-old Simon Kamali thinks 


school in this country is easy, but he 
wishes all the classes were taugfit in 
Persian. Simon is an Iranian who has 
come to this country to finish his high 
school education and go to college. 


"When I was in Persia. I had 23 sub- 


jects in one week." Simon said. "Can 
you believe that? They give you just a 
"little bit of everything." 


Schools in Iran are also more com- 


petitive. Simon explained, There are a 
limited number of colleges, so only the 
best students are encouraged to continue 
their educations. 


"I insisted that Simon come here," 


said Simon's sister, Mrs. Denny Haki- 


mian, "because here the school was bet- 
ter than back there." 


ALTHOUGH SIMON studied English 


for six years in his country, he finds that 
his study is only equivalent to one year 
of foreign language in this country. Now 
he is trying to catch up on his English so 
he can understand his classes at Wheel- 
ing High School and take part in extra- 
curricular activities. 


"I spend most of my time studying 


English," Simon said. "That's my big 
problem." 


Simon thinks he would learn English 


more quickly if he were living with an 
American family, where he would have 
to speak English every day. Currently he 
is living with his sister and brother-in- 


law, who have been in this country for j 1 
years. 


"We speak 
our own language 
at 


home," 
brother-in-law 
Ben Hakimian 


said. "If he was in another home, his 
progress would be much, much faster. I 
know because I went through the same 
thing myself." 


SIMON WOULD LIKE to live with an 


American family, especially if there 
were teenage children. He said it would 
make it easier to learn about American 
customs. 


Surprisingly, 
however, 
Simon 
said 


there were really few differences be- 
tween the cultures of the two countries. 
"Iran is a very Westernized country," 
Mrs. Hakimian translated for Simon. 


"But people over here don't realize it be- 
cause they don't hear much about it." 


For example, American movies and 


rock music are very popular in Iran, and 
Simon is a big fan of both. He does find 
American food much "simpler" than Ira- 
nian food. "There are more gourmet 
dishes over there," Mrs. Hakimian said. 


In his five months in this country, Sim- 


on hasn't done much traveling. He's seen 
Chicago and thought it was nice. But 
right now he's more interested in learn- 
ing about Americans from the inside out. 
Right now he's looking for a family. Any-

Trustees authorized its engineers to ne- 
gotiate plans for the lake with the Lake 
County Forest Preserve District three 
months ago. A change in the Lake Coun- 
ty Board of Supervisors hes been given 
as the reason for the delay in talks. 


The proposed 150-acre site, almost all 


of it in Lake County, is west of Arlington 
Heights Road and south of Checker 
Road. The area is presently farm land. 


The approximate cost of acquiring the 


land for the project is estimated 
at 


$1,800,000, Construction costs are ex- 
pected to amount to $300,000, with the 
MSD paying about half. 


PLANS CALL FOR the site to be de- 


veloped by the Forest Preserve District 
as a park-type area surrounding the re- 
tention lake. The full capacity of the lake 
would probably only be used once or 
twice a year during heavy rainfalls. 


Larson said the Buffalo Creek reten- 


tion lake would permit all of the village 
east of Arlington Heights Road to drain 
much faster after a heavy rain. Cur- 
rently, rain water* follows a course from 
as far west as Lake Zurich and travels 
through the village. He added time is of 
the essence in starting the project be- 
cause the property could be annexed and 
developed any time. 


At an exploratory meeting last April to 


discuss plans for the retention lake, John 
E. Egan, MSD president said: "The proj- 
ect will result in significant reduction in 
flood damages downstream in Buffalo 
Grove and Wheeling, and some unin- 
corporated areas, as well as decreasing 
health hazards and inconveniences. In 
addition, recreation and open-space bene- 
fits of the site would accrue to the resi- 
dents of Lake County," Egan added. 


Pool Attendance. 


Revenues Increase 


With the coming of summer, attend- 


ance increased at Wheeling Park Dis- 
trict's Neptune's Pool. June attendance 
increased by 333 persons over the May 
figure of 2,426.

Paid attendance also went up, from 


1.347 in May to $1,482 ill June. As a re- 
sult, cash receipts for paid swimmers to- 
taled $80 more than the $696.25 received 
in May.

tional $719.74 for 173 people. 


At the same time, the pool was open 


for 139.5 hours in June, 31.5 hours more 
than the May figure. Money paid to rec- 
reation and maintenance personnel in- 
creased $513.96 in June. 


The average cost per hour for oper- 


ating the pool in June was $12.01, an in- 
crease of $1.14 from the May figure.

Berndt, his wife, Marlene and son Bruce, 
went to South Dakota to assist the strick- 
en residents and also to conduct "drive- 
in" religious services in Spearfish, S.D. 
on Sunday mornings. The services are 
held from 9:45 a.m. to 11 a.m. between 
July 9 and Aug. 13. 


"Now that the shock of the flood is 


over, the most difficult days may be 
ahead for many people who are now be- 
coming very depressed," Rev. Berndt 
said. 


The pastor tells of the Oscar Cable 


family of Riverdell, S.D. 


HE SAID the "Cables spent the night 


on a neighbor's roof with their dog, 
Twinkle', to save their lives, hoping and 
praying the house they were on would 
not give way as many houses did break 


away from their foundations and take 
their foundations and their families to 
destruction. 


"Mr. Cable told how the lightning 


would streak across the sky and he and 
his wife would see bodies, pets, houses, 
cars and all manner of debris floating by 


them."

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Dunne Says Wheel Tax Revenue Goes To Sheriffs Dept.

A major factor in the law suit chal- 


lenging the Cook County wheel tax may 
have been eliminated from future consid- 
eration 
Friday 
when 
County 
Pres, 


George W. Dunne announced the revenue 
from the tax would be earmarked for the 
sheriff's department. 


Dunne made the announcement during 


a rescheduled county board meeting Fri- 
day after the board heard the protests of 
a taxpayers group opposed to the con- 
troversial tax. 


About o county residents from Kich, 


Bloom, Thornton and Bremen townships, 
represented by the South Cook County 
Taxpayers Protest Association, appeared 
at the meeting. 


The wheel tax. enacted by the county 


board in late December, is similar to 
what is commonly called the "vehicle sti- 


cker" tax in 125 of the 126 villages and 
cities in Cook County. 


THE TAX originally was to have taken 


effect early in the year, but the deadline 
was extended several times by the coun- 
ty board. For most automobiles, the tax 
would be $10 to $15. Rates for trucks are 
computed on a sliding scale. 


As the vehicle tax effective within the 


incorporated municipalities applies to 
only residents of the respective commu- 
nities, the Cook County tax applies only 
to residents of unincorporated areas. 


That aspect of the tax represents a 


major objection voiced by residents of 
the unincorporated areas, and is one of 
the major points raised in a class action 
suit challenging the tax ordinance. 


In April a suit was filed on behalf of 


the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ciation (P11IA) and 
the 
Cook County 


School .Bus Co., Inc., of unincorporated 
Elk Grove Township. 


T h e 
s u i t 
challenges 
the con- 


stitutionality of the tax in that the tax 
applies only to residents of unincorpo- 
rated area — a discriminatory appli- 
cation, according to the suit. 


THOSE OPPOSED to the tax have also 


objected on the grounds that when the 
tax was adopted by the county'board, it 
was specified that the revenues gained 
from the tax would be placed into the 
county's general corporate fund. Monies 
in that fund are used county-wide — both 
i n 
incorporated 
and 
unincorporated 


areas. 


At the time of adoption, County Comr. 


Floyd T. Fulle of Des Plaines voted 
against the tax because he said he be- 
lieved placing the revenue in the corpo- 
rate fund was unconstitutional. 


At Friday's board meeting, Dunne 


heard objections to the tax from several 
spokesmen from the south suburban pro- 
test group, who repeated the objections 
mentioned in the suit and complained 
about the lack of services they receive. 
The complaints centered on the service 
from the county highway department 
and the sheriff's department 


Spokesmen for the group said they 


were not completely opposed to the tax, 
but said if it stands, it should be applied 
to everyone in the county and the reve- 
nue derived should be used only for the 
unincorporated areas. They also objected 
to the amount of the tax. 


In answer to their objections Dunne 


said he would instruct the county.comp- 
troller to establish a special fund for the 
money gained from the tax. Dunne said 
the money will be earmarked exclusively 


for the sheriff's department. 


THE COUNTY board president said 


that while original estimates of the reve- 
nues from the tax approximated $1.4 mil- 
lion, latest calculations indicate the coun- 
ty will receive only about $600,000. 


Dunne was quick to point out that be- 


cause of the suit, all revenues currently 
being received as a result of the tax are 
being placed into an escrow account, 
pending the outcome of the pending liti- 
gation. 


Dunne explained that if the tax is up- 


held by the county circuit court, the 
money will be placed in the special ac- 
count. If the tax ordinance is ruled ille- 
gal, he said, the money will be returned 
to those residents who have paid the tax. 
He could offer no explanation as to what, 
if any, effect an overturning of the ordi- 
nance might have on persons who have 


been fined for not paying the tax. 


Dunne's decision to earmark the funds 


for use only in unincorporated areas 
could have a significant effect on the 
court case. The only major question that 
would remain to be answered apparently 
would be that of determining if the coun- 
ty legally can apply a tax to certain ge- 
ographic segments of its jurisdiction. 


EDWARD BERMAN, the attorney rep- 


resenting the PHIA in the suit, said Fri- 
day Dunne's decision "may change the 
case." Berman, when told of the an- 
nouncement by the Herald, said, "I am 
pleasantly surprised by this new revela- 
tion." He added, however, 
"Whether 


Dunne can do this retroactively, I don't 
know." 


The suit challenging the tax is sched- 


uled to resume July 21 in Judge Ray- 
mond S. Sarnow's courtroom at the Civic 
Center.

Studies Hold Up Environmental Panel 


Landfill studies by both Harza Engi- 


neering Co. and the village adminis- 
tration are holding up completion of a 
sanitary landfill study by the Arlington 
Heights Environmental Control Commis- 
sion (ECO. 


While the Harza engineers have com- 


pleted their preliminary study, problems 
in obtaining accurate tests of the density 
of the landfill are holding up the final 
draft. The village is in the midst of a 
study of land to the west of the current 
landfill as possible expansion sites. 


A village study of the land to the west 


will attempt to determine how much 
land, if nny, is available for use as a 
landfill. Anticipated life of additional 
landfill area will also be determined. 


"We are not studying the land to the 


east because it is very close to Buffalo 
Grove and we would expect many corn- 
plaints. The price for the land is out- 
rageous and Kennicott Road will even- 
tually cut the land to the east off from 
the present landfill," said L. A. Hanson, 
village manager. 


"By July 24 we hope to have a well- 


established rough draft with summary 
and conclusion pages," said Ronald Pa- 
tun, chairman of the incinerator subcom- 
mittee. The report was originally sched- 
uled for completion last spring. 


AFTER THE incinerator committee 


makes its report to the entire commis- 
sion, changes and further revisions are 
expected. According to ECC Chairman 
Edward Kokkelenberg, the ECC will 
probably submit its final report to the 


board of trustees by the end of the sum- 
mer. 


In January, the village administration 


submitted a solid waste disposal report 
to the board, which included a recom- 
mendation that an incinerator be used to 
solve the solid waste disposal problem in 
the village. 


The Harza landfill study, which will 


cost the village about $7,000, is expected 
to be completed in the next few weeks. 
Density testing should be finished by the 
first of next week, according to Ramon 
S. LaRusso, project head. 


Density 
tests 
already 
taken 
have 


recorded densities of over 1,200 pounds 
per cubic foot. According to American 
Solid Waste System, that density test 


would mean Arlington Heights has "the 
most in-place compacted landfill in the 
world." 


Even Harza engineers question the fig- 


ures and are planning a different method 
of testing for density next week. 


"I think we will find density up to the 


range we have been finding, even with 
different equipment," said La Russo. 
"But I think we are simply recording the 
density which is soaked with water, and 
therefore more dense than expected." 


IN A PRELIMINARY report, issued 


June 7. Harza engineers said the landfill 
would run out of room for additional gar- 
bage in a year under the present village 
plan. According to the village adminis- 
tration, the landfill has well over two 
years of life left.

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through special assessments. 


People living on Colfax Street between

storm sewers. 


With the 70-30 breakdown, property 


owners would pay approximately $50 to

day after the board heard the protests of 
a taxpayers group opposed to the con- 
troversial tax. 


About 75 county residents from Rich, 


Bloom. Thornton and Bremen townships, 
represented by the South Cook County 
Taxpayers Protest Association, appeared 
at the meeting. 


The wheel tax, enacted by the county 


board in late December, is similar to 
what is commonly called the "vehicle sti- 
cker" tax in 125 of the 126 villages and 


cities in Cook County. 


THE TAX originally was to have taken 


effect early in the year, but the deadline 
was extended several times by the coun- 
ty board. For most automobiles, the tax 
would be $10 to $15. Rates for trucks are 
computed on a sliding scale. 


As the vehicle tax effective within the 


incorporated municipalities applies to 
only residents of the respective commu- 
nities, the Cook County tax applies only 
to residents of unincorporated areas. 


That aspect of the tax represents a 


major objection voiced by residents of 
the unincorporated areas, and is one of 
the major points raised in a class action 
suit challenging the tax ordinance. 


In April a suit was filed on behalf of

Already under construction on Northwest 
Highway across from Arlington Park 
Race Track is the Kaiser-owned Arling- 
ton Indoor Tsnnis Club, with other sim- 
ilar projects for the Chicago area and 
throughout the state on the drawing 
board. 


"TELEVISION HAS made the sport . . 


. you can see professional and amateurs 
now, and families are beginning to play 
the game as a group year round," he 
added. 


Kaiser has what he calls a "super- 


market of sports" under consideration in 
the suburbs to allow persons to partici- 


pate in several sporting events in the 
same building. The Arlington Indoor Ten- 
nis Club and its related roller rink and 
ice rink is the pilot endeavor. All the fa- 
cilities will be under a single roof. 


"It's like a car dealer," he said, where 


if you want to buy a car the dealers are 
on the same street. You have the con- 
venience of parking and shopping in the 
same general area.

courts will be air conditioned for year- 
round use. 


"When people learn about a sport, they 


want to participate all the time," he 
said. 


The avid interest in sports led Kaiser 


into the financial deal which made him 


the principal owner of the Chicago Cou- 
gars hockey team. The team will play its 
first games at the Amphitheater in Chi- 
cago this fall under a two-year lease. 


"I didn't know too much about hock- 


ey," the Glencoe resident admits. "But 
this Chicago franchise is the key to the 
new league." He said the team nearly 
moved to San Francisco until he pro- 
vided stable financing to the franchise. 


"WE'RE INTO the new league for the

Wheel Tax Funds Reassigned

A major factor in the law suit chal- 


lenging the Cook County wheel tax may 
have been eliminated from future consid- 
eration Friday 
when 
County Pres. 


George W. Dunne announced the revenue 
from the tax would be earmarked for the 
sheriff's department. 


Dunne made the announcement during 


a rescheduled county board meeting Fri- 
day after the board heard the protests of 
a taxpayers group opposed to the con- 
troversial tax. 


About 75 county residents from Rich, 


Bloom. Thornton and Bremen townships, 
represented by the South Cook County 
Taxpayers Protest Association, appeared 
at the meeting. 


The wheel tax. enacted by the county 


board in late December, is similar to 
what is commonly called the "vehicle sti- 
cker" tax In 125 of the 126 villages and

cities in Cook County. 


THE TAX originally was to have taken 


effect early in the year, but the deadline 
was extended several times by the coun- 
ty board. For most automobiles, the tax 
would be $10 to $15. Rates for trucks are 
computed on a sliding scale. 


As the vehicle tax effective within the 


incorporated municipalities applies to 
only residents of the respective commu- 
nities, the Cook County tax applies only 
to residents of unincorporated areas. 


That aspect of the tax represents a 


major objection voiced by residents of 
the unincorporated areas, and is one of 
the major points raised hi a class action 
suit challenging the tax ordinance. 


In April a suit was filed on behalf of 


the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ciation (PHIA) and the Cook County 
School Bus Co., Inc., of unincorporated

There he sat in a makeshift house 


trailer on the Zayre parking lot in Pala- 
tine, the man who holds the purse strings 
of Chicago's newest professional hockey 
franchise — the Chicago Cougars of the 
World Hockey Association (WHA). 


Between sips of coffee from a styro- 


foam cup, financier Jordon H. Kaiser 
talked about his newly developed interest 
in hockey as well as his perennial love of 
tennis, which may be dearer to his heart 
if not his pocketbook. 


"Tennis is in its infancy," he said. 


"The game is losing some of the white- 
glove, country club image," helping it to 
gain acceptance by a broader public. 


The 49-year-old former engineer is 


banking on the upsurgence of the sport. 
Already under construction on Northwest 
Highway across from Arlington Park 
Race Track is the Kaiser-owned Arling- 
ton Indoor Tennis Club, with other sim- 
ilar projects for the Chicago area and 
throughout the state on the drawing 
board. 


"TELEVISION HAS made the sport . . 


. you can see professional and amateurs 
now, and families are beginning to play 
the game as a group year round," he 
added. 


Kaiser has what he calls a "super- 


market of sports" under consideration in 
the suburbs to allow persons to partici- 
pate in several sporting events in the 


same building. The Arlington Indoor Ten- 
nis Club and its related roller rink and 
ice rink is the pilot endeavor. All the fa- 
cilities will be under a single roof. 


"It's like a car dealer," he said, where 


if you want to buy a car the dealers are 
on the same street. You have the con- 
venience of parking and shopping in the 
same general area.

courts will be air conditioned for year- 
round use. 


"When people learn about a sport, they 


want to participate all the time," he 
said. 


The avid interest in sports led Kaiser 


into the- financial deal which made him 
the principal owner of the Chicago Cou- 
gars hockey team, The team will play its 


first games at the Amphitheater in Chi- 
cago this fall under a two-year lease. 


"I didn't know too much about hock- 


ey," the Glencoe resident admits. "But 
this Chicago franchise is the key to the 
new league." He said the team nearly 
moved to San Francisco until he pro- 
vided stable financing to the franchise. 


"WE'RE INTO the new league for the 


long haul," he continued. He called the 
finances of the team's owners "unlimit- 
ed." 


Several years ago Kaiser held interests 


in bowling alleys in Chicago, but sold out 
when he felt the game was losing its fol- 
lowing. He then began to construct apart- 
ment buildings in the suburbs, as well as 
shopping centers in Palatine and Rolling 
Meadows. 


The Zayre parking lot and discount

His endeavor into tennis courts and re- 


lated sports under the same roof is ap- 
propriately named Sports Centers Inter- 
national, and "the purpose is to provide 
a total sports package," he said. 


AND IF THE total sports package be- 


comes a reality, local residents may look 
forward to a hockey stadium for Kaiser's 
Cougars somewhere in the Northwest 
suburbs. He owns various parcels of land 
here. 


But just north of the trailer from which

Bloom. Thornton and Bremen townships, 
represented by the South Cook County 
Taxpayers Protest Association, appeared 
at the meeting. 


The wheel tax, enacted by the county 


board in late December, is similar to 
what is commonly called the "vehicle sti- 
cker" tax in 125 of the 12G villages and 
cities in Cook County. 


THE TAX originally was to have taken 


effect early in the year, but the deadline 
was extended several times by the coun- 
ty board. For most automobiles, the tax 
would be $10 to $15. Rates for trucks are 
computed on a sliding scale. 


As the vehicle tax effective within the 


incorporated municipalities applies to 
only residents of the respective commu- 
nities, the Cook County tax applies only 
to residents of unincorporated areas. 


That aspect of the tax represents a

Board Goofs

'Lost And Found' Does Big Business

It's a scene repeated many times in 


the school year. Young son or daughter 
runs home, crying, "Mommy, mommy, 
someone stole my jacket." The parents 
get upset at the amount of stealing at the 
school and wonder why the principal 
does not do something about stopping the 
thefts. 


The reason the principal does not do 


anything is that there is nothing to do 
anything about. All those "stolen" jack- 
ets, _ coats, pens, pencils, shoes, books 
and'whatever were not stolen, they were 
misplaced of lost. 


"It's just not true that there is an ex- 


orbitant amount of thievery going on in 
the school," said Richard Jenness, prin- 
cipal of Holmes Junior High School in 
Mount Prospect. "We cannot convince 
people the object was lost, misplaced or 


taken by accident. Most things taken by 
accident are returned." 


In just the past school year alone, the 


lost-and-found at Holmes has collected, 
among 
other 
things 13 sweaters, 18 


shirts, 21 assorted gloves, 18 assorted 
mittens, 35 hats and caps, eight pairs of 
glasses, three watches, one man's suit 
and even one pair of long underwear. 


JENNESS ESTIMATED the value of 


this year's "collection" at $300 to $400. 
Anything not claimed by the end of the 
summer school session will be turned 
over to charity. 


The growing amount of lost-and-found 


items is a problem at schools throughout 
Elk Grove Township Dist. 59. Bill Har- 
ner, principal of Salt Creek Elementary 
School in Elk Grove Village, .said the 
school gives a "pretty good sized box" of 
items to charity at the Christmas break 
and again at the end of the school year 


when the lost-and-found is cleaned out. 


Harner said, "Children use the phrase, 


'It was stolen' as a shorter way of say- 
ing, 'I misplaced it or I lost it.' " 


Harner said one mother came to him 


complaining that her daughter had three 
coats stolen. He brought the mother to 
the school's lost-and-found — all three 
"stolen" coats were there. 


THE CHILDREN claim the items were 


stolen, rather than admit they lost them, 
to escape being blamed for their care- 
lessness. 


Don Heitzman, principal of Forest 


View Elementary School, said some of 
the items turned into the school's lost- 
and-found have more than just a mone- 
tary value. He has sent beautiful hand- 
knitted gloves, obviously made especially 
for the child, to charity. "It's a shame, 
some of the things are really nice, but 
not too many parents get too nervous 


about things being lost," said Heitzman. 


Jenness said the lost-and-found prob- 


lem would be greatly reduced with, "a 
lot more cooperation and support from 
the parents." 


School officials said there were two 


things parents could do to cut down the 
"stolen" problem. First, all items that a 
child wears or carries to school should 
be clearly marked with the child's full 
name. 


Second, parents should insist that the 


child try looking in the lost-and-found 
rather than just saying someone stole the 
article. Parents, themselves, are wel- 
come to look through articles in the lost- 
and-found at any time. 


Jenness also asked that parents do not 


quickly replace lost articles. "If replace- 
ments were not easy in coming, the kids 
would be more responsible."

Dunne Says Wheel Tax Revenue Goes To Sheriffs 
Dept.

A major factor in the law suit chal- 


lenging the Cook County wheel tax may 
have been eliminated from future consid- 
eration 
Friday 
when 
County Pres. 


George W. Dunne announced the revenue 
from the tax would be earmarked for the 
sheriff's department. 


Dunne made the announcement during 


a rescheduled county board meeting Fri- 
day after the board heard the protests of 
a taxpayers group opposed to the con- 
troversial tax. 


About "a county residents from Rich, 


Bloom. Thornton and Bremen townships, 
represented by the South Cook County 
Taxpayers Protest Association, appeared 
at the meeting. 


The wheel tax, enacted by the county 


board in late December, is similar to 
what is commonly called the "vehicle sti- 


cker'1 tax in 125 of the 126 villages and 
cities in Cook County. 


THE TAX originally was to have taken 


effect early in the year, but the deadline 
was extended several times by the coun- 
ty board. For most automobiles, the tax 
would be $10 to $15. Rates for trucks are 
computed on a sliding scale. 


As the vehicle tax effective within the 


incorporated municipalities 
applies to 


only residents of the respective commu- 
nities, the Cook County tax applies only 
to residents of unincorporated areas. 


That aspect of the tax represents a 


major objection voiced by residents of 
the unincorporated areas, and is one of 
the major points raised in a class action 
suit challenging the tax ordinance. 


In April a suit was filed on behalf of 


the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ciation (PHIA) and the Cook County 


School Bus Co., Inc., of unincorporated 
Elk Grove Township. 


T h e 
s u i t 
challenges 
the con- 


stitutionality of the tax in that the tax 
applies only to residents of unincorpo- 
rated area — a discriminatory appli- 
cation, according to the suit. 


THOSE OPPOSED to the tax have also 


objected on the grounds that when the 
tax was adopted by the county board, it 
was specified that the revenues gained 
from the tax would be placed into the 
county's general corporate fund. Monies 
in that fund are used county-wide — both

incorporated 
and 
unincorporated 


areas. 


At the time of adoption, County Comr. 


Floyd T. Fulle of Des Plaines voted 
against the tax because he said he be- 
lieved placing the revenue in the corpo- 
rate fund was unconstitutional. 


At Friday's board meeting, 
Dunne 


heard objections to the tax from several 
spokesmen from the south suburban pro- 
test group, who repeated the objections 
mentioned in the suit and complained 
about the lack of services they receive. 
The complaints centered on the service 
from the county highway department 
and the sheriff's department. 


Spokesmen for the group said they 


were not completely opposed to the tax, 
but said if it stands, it should be applied 
to everyone in the county and the reve- 
nue derived should be used only for the 
unincorporated areas. They also objected 
to the amount of the tax. 


In answer to their objections Dunne 


said he would instruct the county comp- 
troller to establish a special fund for the 
money gained from the tax. Dunne said 
the money will be earmarked exclusively 


for the sheriff's department. 


THE COUNTY board president said 


that while original estimates of the reve- 
nues from the tax approximated $1.4 mil- 
lion, latest calculations indicate the coun- 
ty will receive only about $600,000. 


Dunne was quick to point out that be- 


cause of the suit, all revenues currently 
being received as a result of the tax are 
being placed into an escrow account, 
pending the outcome of the pending liti- 
gation. 


Dunne explained that if the tax is up- 


held by the county circuit court, the 
money will be placed in the special ac- 
count. If the tax ordinance is ruled ille- 
gal, he said, the money will be returned 
to those residents who have paid the tax. 
He could offer no explanation as to what, 
if any, effect an overturning of the ordi- 
nance might have on persons who have 


been fined for not paying tne tax. 


Dunne's decision to earmark the funds 


for use only in unincorporated areas 
could have a significant effect on the 
court case. The only major question that 
would remain to be answered apparently 
would be that of determining if'the coun- 
ty legally can apply a tax to certain ge- 
ographic segments of its jurisdiction. 


EDWARD HERMAN, the attorney rep- 


resenting the PHIA in the suit, said Fri- 
day Dunne's decision "may change the 
case." Berman, when told of the an- 
nouncement by the Herald, said, "I am 
pleasantly surprised by this new revela- 
tion."

but said if it stands, it should be applied 
to everyone in the county and the reve- 
nue derived should be used only for the 
unincorporated areas. They also objected 
to the amount of the tax. 


In answer to their objections Dunne 


said he would instruct the county comp- 
troller to establish a special fund for the 
money gained from the tax. Dunne said 
the money will be earmarked exclusively 
for the sheriff's department. 


THE COUNTY board president said 


that while original estimates of the reve- 
nues from the tax approximated $1.4 mil- 
lion, latest calculations indicate the coun- 
ty will receive only about $600,000. 


Dunne was quick to point out that be- 


cause of the suit, all revenues currently 
being received as a result of the tax are 
being placed into an escrow account, 
pending the outcome of the pending liti- 
gation. 


Dunne explained that if the tax is up- 


held by the county circuit court, the 
money will be placed in the special ac- 
count. If the tax ordinance is ruled'ille- 
gal, he said, the money will be returned 
to those residents who have paid the tax. 
He could offer no explanation as to what, 
if any, effect an overturning of the ordi- 
nance might have on persons who have 
been fined for not paying tne tax.

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Harper Discord On Dinner Meetings 


by BETSY BROOKEI? 


A Herald survey revealed Harper Col- 


lege trustees disagree on the content and 
legality of unannounced dinner meetings 
held prior to regularly scheduled board 
meetings. 


The dinner meeting are held at the col- 


lege on an irregular basis. College 
sources report attendance at the dinner 
meetings is sporadic. 


Several trustees contend the dinner 


meetings were held only to discuss items 
legally permissible in closed session. One 
trustee stated public business has never 
been discussed at a dinner session and 
two others claimed the sessions covered 
both open and closed topics. 


THE TRUSTEES also disagree on 


their right to hold an executive session 
or committee meeting without giving the 
public 24-hour notice. 


The Illinois Open Meeting Law states 


all meetings of school boards shall be 
public, with certain exceptions, and that 
notice shall be given at least 24 hours 
before the meeting. 


The law permits school boards to hold 


closed sessions only for discussion of 
matters regarding: "collective negotia- 
tions, acquisition of property; appoint- 
ment, employment or dismissal of an 
employe; student discipline or profes- 
sional ethics and performance." No final 
action may be taken in closed sessions. 


The five trustees interviewed said they 


did not knowingly violate the Illinois 
Open Meeting Law. Most take the posi- 
tion that discussion of "closed items" ex- 
empts them from any legal violation, al- 
though the meetings were unannounced. 


BOTH MILTON Hansen, past board 


president, and trustee Joseph Morton 
said they believe the dinner sessions 
were restricted to "closed items." but 
they are not certain. However, Eugene 
Nugent said he doesn't "recall over clis- 


Knife Bandit

The drugs stolen by the robber includ- 


ed moi prune, dalphene. dordin, quaalude,

The bandit was described as 5 feet 6 


inches tall with brown hair and a brown 
mustache and was reportedly wearing a 
green Army fatigue jacket during the 
robber, 
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cussing public business at a dinner meet- 
ing " 


According to present board President 


Jessalyn Nicklas, the meetings were held 
to discuss "closed items and matters of 
general board interest. Trustee Larry 
•Moats said the purpose of the meetings 
was to discuss closed items, but "from 
time to time we discussed other college 
matters." 


In the future, both Moats and Morton 


said they will make sure the public is 
given 24-hour notice of all meetings of 
the board. They added they had not 
Known notice wasn't given before the din- 
ner meetings. 


On the other hand, Mrs. Nicklas and 


Hansen argue notice does not have to be 
given if the board meets only to discuss 
closed items. Hansen said he does not 
like to have closed meetings and favors 
them only when "there is a real good 
reason." 


Mrs. Nicklas pointed out the two din- 


ner sessions held since she was elected 
board president 
in 
April 
concerned 


closed items. She said the law is unclear 
and does not definitely require public an- 
nouncement of executive sessions. As for 
discussion of open items at dinner meet- 
ings, she said the get-togethers were "in- 
formation sessions and not board meet- 
ings and so don't require public notice. 
But I would want the press there any- 
way " 


ULTIMATELY, THE disagreement on 


the need for public notice before execu- 
tive sessions will have to be settled in 
court, according to Atty. Anthony Sca- 
riano, author of the Open Meeting Law. 


"There are two schools of thought on 


executive sessions," said Scariano. "One 
says notice is useless because the public 
can't attend executive sessions The oth- 
er says you can't convene an executive 


session until you have voted to do so at 
an open public meeting." 


"It seems ridiculous to give 24-hour no- 


tice of a meeting when everyone knows in 
advance you are going into executive 
session," added Scariano. "But I'don't 
see how you can get around the fact you 
don't know you are going into executive 
session until you voted to do so at a pub- 
lic meeting." 


Board discussion of items outside of 


the legal exemption, on the other hand, 
"have to be publicly announced 24 hours 
in advance," said Scariano. "It is strictly 
taboo to have dinner meetings to discuss 
open college affairs prior to a regular 
meeting." 


HANSEN DISPUTED Scariano's posi- 


tion saying, "just because he is sponsor 
of the bill, doesn't make him an author- 
ity on interpreting it. It is not what he 
intended the bill to say, but what it end- 
ed up as." 


"It is violation of free speech," added 


Hansen, "to say board members can't 
get together at an unofficial meeting to 
discuss something with no final action I 
think the law is unconstitutional." 


Not taking as strong a stand, Moats 


said he thinks the law is vague and re- 
quires more definite guidelines He pro- 
posed the board "clarify as a whole its 
position on the law."

Take 
a quarter of a ripe, peeled avocado and 
mash it into a smooth cream. It's easiest 
to do in a blender, adding a little water 
to achieve the right consistency. When 
the paste looks rich and creamy, you're 
ready for the treatment. 


SMOOTH THE mixture across your 


face and neck and let it stay on for about 
15 minutes before removing with water. 


A similar facial can be produced by 


combining grated cucumber and sour 
cream . . . about a tablespoon of cucum- 
ber to one quarter cup of sour cream. 
Only keep this one on your face for about 
three minutes. Cucumbers and sour 
cream are good for toning up your skin. 


The use of herbs is supposed to be 


great in creating a steam beneficial to 
the skin. Into a quart of boiling water 
add a tablespoon of rosemary and anoth- 
er tablespoon of dried mint. Expose your 
face, using a towel around your head to 
trap the steam. 


Organic face faddists also suggest us- 


ing the juice of a lemon as an astringent. 
Just squeeze and strain the juice of half 
a lemon and apply it to the face with a 
cotton pad. 


Of course everyone knows about the 


trick of lightening hair with lemon juice 
by combing it through the hair before 
going out to sit in the sun. 


GOING BACK to the avocado, that one 


fruit has other cosmetic benefits besides 
just a facial. 


The rind can be rubbed on elbows and 


other dry skin areas. The natural oils 
will lubricate the rough spots. 


Avocados can be used in making hair 


conditioners too. Mash half of an avo- 
cado into a cream. Again add enough 
water to obtain the proper consistency 
and then work it into the hair and scalp 
allowing the cream to remain on the 
head for about 10 minutes. Then rinse 
thoroughly with clear water. An avocado 
hair conditioner acts like the store- 
bought ones . . . leaving hair soft and 
easy to comb through. 


WHILE YOU'RE busy organically car- 


ing for your face and hair, it might be a 
good idea to consider your whole appear- 
ance. Fresh vegetables and fruits have 
been known to keep bodies in shape too, 
when not coupled with gooey desserts 
and other fattening foods. 


Another environmental tip. Men who 


believe in conservation of natural re- 
sources will not keep the water running 
while shaving. Running a faucet while 
shaving can use as much as 20 gallons of 
water.
